“The city should then on its 
own initiative institute a hearing 
before the Public Service Com- 
mission and present this evidence 
which, I believe, will compel a 
drastic revision of transit sched- 
ules,” McBride continued. He ex- 
plained that the custom is for the 
city to appear before the commis- 
sion only after the Public Service 
Co, has offered proposals for cut- 
ting service or increasing fares. 


Action Under Police Powers. 

“Under the police powers of 
the city for the preservation of 
the health and safety of its citi- 
zens, I believe the Board of Al- 
dermen can set a maximum num- 
ber of passengers to be trans- 
ported on any one vehicle at any 
one time,” McBride wrote. “The 
St. Louis Public Service Co. has 
complained that the casualty rate 
per accident is higher in St. Louis 
than in any comparable city.

AT $15,585,000 


City’s Share Under 


More Than It Can Afford, Tucker 
Testifies in Washington. 


Pending Legislation 


An adequate civil defense pro- 
gram for St. Louis would cost 
$15,585,587, and the city’s share 
of the cost under pending legisla- 
tion is more than it could afford, 
Raymond R. Tucker, director of 
the St. Louis Office of Civil De- 
fense, testified today in Washing- 
ton. 

Tucker urged the House Ap- 
propriations Committee to con- 
sider making a material increase 
in both the percentage of total 
cost to be borne by the Federal 
government and in the total 
amount to be appropriated. 

He appeared before the com- 
mittee as Mayor Joseph M. 
Darst’s representative in hearings 
on President Truman’s request 
for $535,000,000 for civil defense 
this fiscal year. 

$13,500,000 for Shelters. 

Breaking down the total he said 
should be spent in St. Louis, 
Tucker said $13,500,000 would be 
for air raid shelters. Half would 
be paid by the Federal Govern- 
ment and half by owners of prop- 
erty on which the shelters were 
built, he explained. 

This expenditure would pro- 
vide no mass shelters, he added, 
but only shelters in existing 
buildings and in buildings that 
may be constructed in the future 


for other purposes. The shelters 
would be to protect occupants of 
the particular buildings and 
other persons who happened to 
be nearby in a raid. 

The remaining $2,085,587 would 
be for administration, individual 
and group equipment and train- 
ing, Tucker said. He pointed out 
that the legislation as now drawn 
would require the city to pay up 
to $1,320,000. He said the city 
could not bear that large an ex- 
penditure at this time. 


Two Circulars Distributed. 


Meanwhile, Tucker’s office here 
made public two circulars, one of 
which said that St. Louis could 
expect no help from the armed 
forces in planning for or meeting 
an atomic attack. 

The circular added that no help 
could be expected either from 
major cities of the area, which 
“themselves will be subject to at- 
tack.” 


The circulars, which are being 
distributed to heads of major civil 
defense planning sections and to 
large industrial plants and busi- 
nesses, outline procedures for dis- 
aster relief planning and describe 
attack alerts as devised by the 
Air Force and Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration.

If the requested funds are 
granted, that would bring the total 
allocations for Missouri to $2,500,- 


“In my opinion the funds re- 
quested would be sufficient with 
those on hand for the emergency,” 
the Governor said. “This repre- 
sents, however, only a small frac- 
tion of the total damage done by 
the recent disastrous floods.” 

An additional $350,000 from 
federal flood funds was allotted 
to Kansas City yesterday. 

It is the largest single allotment 
yet made from the fund. With 
this grant Kansas City has re- 
ceived a total of $460,000 in emer- 
gency funds. 

Mayor William E. Kemp of 
Kansas City has requested $1,200,- 
000 for repairing flood damages 
there, but, the Governor said, it 
is impossible to grant more at 
this time. 

The Governor named a 20- 
member committee to aid federal 
representatives in working out a 
long-range rehabilitation program 
for flooded areas of Missouri.

CARE does have a program of gen- 
eral relief to Korea. In fact, CARE will 
be launching a new campaign for aid 
to Korea very soon, but a definite un- 
derstanding has been established be- 
tween CARE and donors to the effect 
that a CARE package cannot be desig- 
nated to a particular recipient in Korea. 

CARE, in servicing other countries 
does sepd packages to individuals, but 
due to the chaotic conditions and the 
great unmet need in Korea, all contri- 
butions and packages sent to Korea, 
must go in the form of general relief. 

Therefore, much as CARE would like 
to be a part of the relief program set 
up by Mr. Richard Evans, the U.N. pub- 
lic welfare officer, -U.N.C.A.C., 820 
Army Unit, A.P.O. 59, c/o Postmaster, 
San Francisco, Calif., we cannot send 
packages directly to him for his 
refugee camp. It is very possible, and 
highly probable, that many of the re- 
lief food and clothing packages sent to 
Korea, through CARE, do go to this 
a camp where the need is so 
great. 

CARE packages are distributed in 
Korea through the co-operation of the 
officers of Public Welfare and our 
CARE agents there. It is therefore

These figures show that Congressman Curtis 
from the Twelfth district in the city and county 
speaks for three times as many citizens as 
Congressman Magee in the First district. They 
show that for every eight citizens represented 
by Congressman Cannon in the Ninth district, 
Congressman Bakewell in the Eleventh district 
represents 13. 

So great a spread between the voting power of 
citizens is unfair and an obstacle to the demo- 
cratic process. And it would be quite possible 
for the Legislature to devise a much fairer plan, 
creating rough justice for every voter. 

Ideally, the population of each of the state’s 
proposed 11 congressional districts would be 
359,513. Some months ago the Post-Dispatch 
published a districting plan devised by Curtis A. 
Betts. In this plan, the St. Louis area would be 
given four Congressmen instead of three, but 
the new districts also would take in three sur- 
rounding counties. The rest of the state would 
have seven districts instead of 10, absorbing the 
loss in our congressional delegation. 

This plan would leave urban districts some- 
what over-represented and the other districts 
slightly under-represented. But the rapid 
growth of the urban population and losses 
elsewhere indicate that this difference would 
not endure for long. Moreover, the Betts plan 
is a much closer approximation of ideal dis- 
tricting than any discussed by the legislators. 

* e ° 

So far the two redistricting committees have 
heard little enthusiasm for justice to the vot- 
ers. What they have heard is a debate between 
Republican and Democratic leaders over how 
many districts should be “given” to each party, 
as though congressional posts were to be parti- 
san possessions. : 

The committees have also heard a strange 
proposal to give St. Louis county a district of 
its own, while leaving St. Louis city with two. 
This would only formalize the present injustice. 
For the county district would represent 47,000 
more persons than it ought to, and the city dis- 
tricts together would represent 138,000 more! 

The privileges and predilections of the out- 
state oligarchy and the political parties ought 
to be subordinated in these hearings to the in- 
terest of the voters. They, after all, elect the 
Congressmen. They deserve to know that each 
ballot cast is roughly equal in authority. 

It should not be too difficult to divide the 
population of Missouri by 11 districts and to 
arrive thereby at some justice to the people. 
What is required of the legislators is a plain 
desire to treat every voter fairly.

Problem of Local -Rates 


But local telephone business differs 
from long-distance business—and most 
other businesses—in that unit costs tend 
to increase with volume of business. More- 
over, according to the National Associa- 
tion of Railroad and Utilities Commission- 
ers, the telephone industry immediately 
after World War II faced problems of ris- 
ing labor and materials costs that con- 
fronted other public utilities somewhat 
later.

BIG-STORE SALES 
IN DOLLARS DOWN 
8TH WEEK IN ROW 


For the eighth consecutive week, 
department store sales in the St. 
Louis area have fallen below the 
dollar-volume level of 1950, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
reported today. Much of the de- 
cline is accounted for by the fact 
that a wave of “scare buying” fol- 
lowed the outbreak of hostilities 
in Korea last summer.

NEHRU WANTS RED CHINESE 
IN ON JAP TREATY SIGNING 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 10 (UP)— 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru 
told Parliament today that India 
believes Russia and Communist 
China should be included in the 
Japanese peace treaty conference 
next month. “India would have 
preferred a conference of all in- 
terested powers to discuss the 
treaty,” he said in reply to a 
question. (Actually Russia has 
been invited, although Red China 
has not.) 

Nehru said India had communi- 
cated its views to the United 
States and Britain, which drew up 
the treaty that will be signed 


Nehru told an audience at 
Shahdara, that the founder of 
Pakistan, the late Mohammed Ali 
Jinnah, tried to win the Moslems 
of Kashmir to his side for two 
decades and failed, adding that 
Pakistan now was “trying to grab 
by force” what Jinnah and his 
followers failed to get by other 
methods. 

He rejected the Pakistani con- 
tention that Kashmir automatic- 
ally belongs to Pakistan because 
80 per cent of the state’s 4,000,- 
000 people are Moslems. 

“What about India’s 40,000,000 
Moslems, whom Pakistan seems 
to forget, and who equal more 
than half the entire Moslem pep- 
ulation of Pakistan?” Nehru 
asked.

MORE CATTLE BEING 
RAISED BUT FEWER 
GOING TO MARKET 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department re- 
ported today that farmers are 
raising about 6,000,000 more head 
of beef cattle this year than last, 
but the animals are staying on 
the farm instead of coming to 
slaughter market. 

It looks now, the agency said, 
as if cattle slaughter this year 
will run below last year’s level. 
In the first half of the year com- 
mercial cattle slaughter was down 
9 per cent and calf slaughter 
down 18 per cent from a year ago. 
Some increase was expected in 
the year’s last half. 

A desire to build larger herds 
so as to be able to supply larger 
quantities of beef cattle later on 
was said to be a major factor in- 
fluencing .cattlemen to hold back 
animals. The agency said price 


holding back cattle. 

Until recently, the market was 
clouded by a congressional battle 
over Government price ceiling 
rollbacks scheduled for Aug. 1 
and Oct. 1. Congress barred the 
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cutbacks in extending price con- 
trol authority.

Perrone barely can read and 
write English. He went to work 
more than 40 years ago as a core- 
maker for the stove works, per- 
haps the largest non-union plant 
in the area. Perrone insisted he 
never even had discussed labor 
problems with John A. Fry, com- 
pany president, and Mr. Fry tes- 
tified he never had heard of any 
labor difficulty or any physical 
violence at the plant. 

Around 1934, however, there 
was a serious strike when a union 
made a strenuous effort to or- 
ganize the stove works. Twelve 
years later, Fry told a grand jury 
investigating labor rackets that 
during the dispute “I talked with’ 
some of the fellows in the plant, 
including the Perrones, and I 
wanted to know whether or not 
we could get some help to come 
in, and they said they thought 
they could. 

“There was some fights outside 
thé gate on the part of the pickets 
attacking the men when they 
came in to lunch. I think after 
the first day we had 70 or 80 po- 
licemen around the plant.” 

Shortly after this violent strike, 
Santo Perrone, the coremaker, 
was given a contract to purchase 
and haul away the scrap from 
the stove works. Thus, the illiter- 
ate manual laborer acquired an ~ 
income which in recent years has 
netted him betwéen $40,000 and 
$65,000 a year. He lives in a lux- 
urious mansion, drives a costly 
car, and has been able to lend 
large sums of money. 

The company also took care of 
Santo’s brother, Gaspar, changing 
its coremaking department to a 
subcontractorship. Using company 
materials and the same company- 
owned equipment with which he 
had worked as an employe, Gas- 

~par became the contractor who 
supplied the factory with sand 
cores. , 

Later, Santo and Gaspar were 
sent to the penitentiary for ille- 
gally manufacturing whisky. The 
company kept Santo’s scrap con- 
tract in effect for him while he 
was in prison.' Also, while the

Bennett, now retired, had, as 
the committee noted, “employed 
virtually a private army recruited 
from ex-convicts and criminals 
to engage in battles against labor 
and in other anti-social activi- 
ties.” -Subpenaed from his Cali- 
fornia ranch to testify, he was 
a hostile and difficult witness. 
When we asked him about the 
gang factions in Detroit, he 
snapped: “Do you want me to get 
my head blown off?” 

Bennett admitted that, although 
he was a key man in one of the 
largest plants in the world, he 
kept no files, records or memo- 
tanda of any kind. 

“In fairness to Ford,” our re- 
port observed that the company 
“is taking vigorous steps to dis- 
associate itself from these rack- 
eteer-held contracts.” It now is 
attemping to terminate by some 
legal means its deal with Adonis. 

Also in Detroit, the committee 
cleared up the mystery of how 
Cleveland gamblers acquired an 
important block of stock in a 
vital industry, the Detroit Steel 
Corp. Max J. Zivian, president 
of Detroit Steel, told us that in 
1944 Detroit Steel merged with 
Reliance Steel Corp. of Cleveland. 

Zivian undertook to purchase 
the Reliance president’s stock for 
approximately $580,000. He said 
he was in Cleveland when gam- 
bler-businessman Morris Dalitz, 
whom he had known slightly, 
‘bumped into me in the street.” 
Zivian said he told him that he 
was attempting to close a big 
deal but was short $100,000. 
Dalitz, without even looking at a 
balance sheet, arranged a bank 
loan for the necessary money. So 
the Cleveland syndicate acquired 
10,000 shares of Detroit Steel 
stock. 

Zivian subsequently became 
friendly with the Cleveland gam- 
bler and onte*took a trip on 
Dalitz’s yacht.

OUR - YEAR - OLD Tommy 

Compton, like thousands of 

other children in the United 
States, has been totally deaf from 
birth. He will never know the 
sound of his mother’s voice or 
listen to the song of a bird or 
hear the roar of a locomotive. 
But unlike many children who 
cannot hear, Tommy is compara- 
tively fortunate. While thousands 
of others handicapped by total 
deafness also will have to struggle 
with the added burden of not be- 
ing able to talk because they have. 
never been able to hear, Tommy 
will some day when he grows up 
be able to take his place in the 
land of the hearing because he is 
slowly being taught to talk. 

At St. Joserh’s Institute for the 
Deaf, youngsters like Tommy be- 
gin at the age of 3 to learn to 
speak and to understand when 
others speak to them. But it is a 
slow and tedious_process that re- 
quires time and patience and a 
specialized skill. And it is a 
process that, for any measure of 
success, must be begun early in a 
child’s life and continued until he 
has reached an educational level 


that will allow him to take his. 


place in a competitive world. 

“Pre-school education for nor- 
mal children is rapidly coming 
to the foreground in the field of 
education, but it is even more 
important for a deaf child,” says 
Sister Rose Antonio, who for 21 
years has been on the teaching 
staff at St. Joseph’s. “The hear- 
ing child of 7 who has never 
been in school and cannot read 
or write has nevertheless without 
conscious effort mastered the two 
most important educational tasks 
in life. He has learned to speak 
and has acquired the greater part 
of his working vocabulary. The 
normal child can use about 6000 
words in conversation by the time 
he reaches the age of 7. In other 
words, although he has never been 
in a school, his education is well 
advanced for his years and mental 
development. 


- “But the situation of the un- 
instructed deaf child of 7 is dif- 
ferent. The task which has taken 
the hearing child seven years to, 
accomplish, the deaf child of 7 
has not yet begun. He cannot 
speak a word. He is seven years 
behind his hearing brother and 
even if he starts at 7, unless, some 
means can be found for aiding 
him to compete with his brother 
educationally, he will be only 7 
years old educationally When he 
is 14 years old chronologically.”

Joseph’s 10 sisters and five lay 
teachers, all specially trained for 
the teaching of the deaf. 

One lay teacher, Mrs. Enid 
Jones, first came to St. Louis in 
1944 to enroll her deaf son in the 
Central Institute for the Deaf and 
stayed on to enter the institute’s 
teacher’s training college to learn 
how to teach deaf children to 
talk.. Now on the staff of St. 
Joseph’s, Mrs. Jones is not only 
able to help her own son but to 
work with the children of others, 
children who except for this spe- 
cialized training would grow up 
to be deaf mutes, unable to speak 
and virtually .cut off from commu- 
nication with the world. 

“We were living in Sydney, 
Australia, when our gon Larry 
was born,” says Mrs. Jones, whose 
husband, Ernest Jones, is now 
kitchen planning manager for the 
Laclede Gas Co. “When he was 
a baby we were convinced that 
he was totally deaf. We began 
looking about for schools for him 
and found that there were none 
in Australia and only a few in 
other parts of the world. Finally 
Larry was accepted by the Cen- 
tral Institute for the Deaf here 
in St. Louis and it was discovered 
that although he is not totally 
deaf, he has very little residual 
hearing. I, like all parents of 


deaf children, keep thinking that | 


his hearing will get better but it 
never does.”

OW 10 years old, young Larry 
N sores is in the fourth grade at 

school and his power of speech 
is growing rapidly although like 
all people who have learned 
speech through lipreading, his 
tone placement is slightly abnor- 
mal. 

At St. Joseph’s even the totally 
deaf children use head-piece hear- 
ing aids as much as possible dur- 
ing classroom instruction, on the 
theory that they may possess 
some slight and undetected resi- 
dual hearing that can be trained. 

A*boarding and day school, con- 
ducted solely for the education 
of the deaf, St. Joseph’s Institute 
was organized: in 1837 by the 
Sisters of St. Joseph who came 
from Lyons, Franee, at the re- 
quest of Bishop Rosati, second 
Bishop of St. Louis. It was the 
first school for the deaf west. of 
the Mississippi and is believed 
to be the fourth oldest in the 
United States. At the time of 
their arrival in St. Louis, the 
sisters did not speak English so 
pupils were not accepted for in- 
struction until 1838 when the 
school was officially_opened at 
the convent in Carondelet. Toward 
the end of 1839, the . Missouri 
Legislature made an appropria- 
tion of $2000 a year to be used 
to help defray the expenses of 
those pupils who were residents 
of the state. This appropriation 
continued until 1851 when the 
State School for the Deaf was 
established at Fulton. At this 
tint, deaf children were taught 
sign language only.

A. This subject turns up in my 
mail about every two years in a 
curious, unexplained cycle. Here 
is the correct usage as I have 
expiaine 1 it in previous articles: 

Fetch: “go get and bring back.” 
Correct: I am teaching the dog 
to fetch the bail. Please fetch me 
a glass of water. The paper has 
just come; will you fetch it please? 
(Note: In these days “fetch” is 
rather out-of-date, except in ref- 
erence to dogs, as, to teach the

den.” Correct: Is the child too 
heavy for you to carry? Carry 
this bundle of clothes to the at- 
tic.

Bring: “to bear by, to or to- 
ward the one speaking.” Correct: 
Please bring back the book you 
borrowed. When you come to see 
us, be sure to bring the children. 
When I return I hope to bring 
you good news. Please bring me 
a glass of water. 

Take: “to bear away from the” 
one speaking.” (Take, of course, 
has many other meanings not per- 
tinent to this article.) Correct: 
Will you take the children to New 
York with’ you? Please take this 
book home with you. Are you | 
going to take an umbrella with 
you? ! 


Note. In the South it is not 
uncommon to hear such expres 
sions as: I carried her to the 
dance; I'll come by in the car and 
carry you to town.

He scored a Leica, 
a Rolleiflex, an Ikoflex and a movie camera, and most of the 
raw film for all. He also swiped a pair of the car boy's 
tennis shoes.

But the stuff is insured, and I am sort of relieved. I 
am convinced of one thing: You can hunt or you can take 
pictures, but you can’t combine the two skills. Either calls 
for full concentration, and each gets in the other’s way.

lieve, the Duke figured in a 
real-life adventure more remark- 
able than any ever dreamed up 
for a swashbuckling movie script. 
in 1925, the Thelma, a yacht anch- 
ored a quarter. mile off Newport 
Beach, Calif., was struck by a 
huge ‘wave and capsized with 17 
passengers aboard. Within sight 
of the accident, the Duke was 
showing some swimmers how to 
ride a surf board; he made three 
trips through heavy seas to the 
stricken ship. Of the 12 passen- 
gers rescued—the Duke saved 
eight. 

The people of Hawaii gave the 
Duke a medal for his heroism— 
he modestly refused to talk about 
the dozens of others he’s won. But 
his Ohio-born wife showed us a 
bracelet strung with them, and 
linked the medals together with 
a story. SHe explained:

I couldn’t 
understand how he could say no 
to such a simple request—then 
the day we were married, he gave 
me this bracelet of all his most 
cherished medals.”

day,” smiled the Duke. “I had al- 
ready given a medal to the first 
girl who asked for one, and to the 
second—and lost both girls to 
other men. This time I was taking 
no chances!” 

Raised in islands full of folk 
lore, the Duke is only mildly 
superstitious. He traces his on- 
cestry back to Kamehameha, the 
king who united all the Hawaiian 
islands under one rule—‘“kahana- 
moku” means “to draw together.” 
His father was named “Duke” 
after the then Duke of Edin- 
burgh, a visitor in Waikiki the 
day he was born. But though the 
Duke’s royal title is purely hon- 
orary, he’s been friendly with 
kings. The monarchs of Sweden 
and Belgium officially congratu- 
lated him after he set Olympic 
records in 1912 and 1920—and 
once the present Duke of Wind- 
sor gave him a more intimate 
glimpse of royalty at play. The 
Duke related: 

“Thirty years ago, the Prince of 
Wales came to Honolulu on board 
the warship H.M.S. Renown. One 
of the first things he wanted to 
do was ride a surf board—I was 
given the honor of teaching him 
how. We rowed in an outrigger 
canoe out to where the Big Surf 
begins and jumped into the wa- 
ter together. After riding his 
first wave in, the Prince said to 
me—‘This is jolly fun! Do you 
know, old man, this is the first 
time I’ve ever been able to escape 
the newsreel cameras and the Se- 


cret Service men? I’ve never had 
a moment alone ’til now...’ 

“Then he straddled his surf 
board and tried to catch the next 
wave all by himself. He stocd 
proudly erect and zoomed toward 
the shore—until a big wave 
crashed into him and tossed him 
about like a toy doll. He came up 
sputtering, but smiling. ‘I say, 
that was a nasty smack on the 
head,’ he shouted out to me— 
‘Maybe you'd better call the Se- 
cret Service men after all!’”

N the United States on a short 
| visit to do for sportshirts what 

his Jong-time friend Arthur God- 
frey has done for ukuleles, the 
Duke’s full-time job is much more 
grim. As Sheriff of Honolulu 
county, he supervises the prison 
system. Recently he inspected 
one of America’s less attractive 
island ‘possessions—Alcatraz. He 
recalls: . 

“The warden showed me through 
the prison and pcinted with 
pride to his modern safety de- 
vices. ‘But our greatest natural 
advantage is our position,’ he told 
me. ‘Few prisoners can hope to 
escape when they’re surrounded 
by water on all sides.’ 

“Then he asked me if we had 
anything like it in Hawaii—and 
he seemed quite surprised when I 
said our main prison was built as 
far inland as we could get it. 
‘You see,’ I explained, ‘I am not 
the only Hawaiian who knows 
how to swim...”

For Reducing 
Accidents

CCIDENTS are the third lead- 
Aine cause of death in 
United States. Automobiles 
and falls are the two major causes 
of a 
season for drowning is 
here, while, falls, burns, explo- 
sions, and fires occur the year 
around—although they are a little 
higher in autumn and winter. 
Only eternal vigilance to protect 
yourself and others will lessen the 
number and severity of accidents. 

Too often in walking into the 
kitchen of a home, one sees pans 
on the front burners of the stove 
with their handles sticking ‘out 
over the floor and a small inquis- 
itive child nearby. It takes just 
a moment for that child to reach 
for thet pan and drench himself 
with boiling hot water or food. 
A burn caused in this manner can 
be fatal. And the child = can 
reach up for the handle before 
you can prevent it. Far better to 
turn handles into the back of the 
stove and, even better, use the 
baek burners when the children 
are in the kitchen.

CHILDREN are particularly 
prone to have accidents. In fact. 
accidents are the leading cause of 
death up to the age of 30. Some- 
times they represent inexcusable 
negligence on the part of parents. 
This is particularly true of leav- 
ing poisons and corrosive chemi- 
cals on low shelves and medicine 
cabinets, where they may be tak- 
en by mistake or by children. 

It would help in preventing 
more of these tragic accidents if 
you, right now look around in all 
the cupboards and on all the 
shelves, gather up all the poisons 
and disinfectants and lye and put 
them altogether in one high cup- 
board containing no foods and 
no less: harmful medicines. Then 
you would know that all the most 
dangerous materials were in one 
place and that one place out of 
reach of children. 

Children should be taught as 
young as possible, and the teach- 
ing repeated, that they must 
watch out for their own safety. 
Too many school children seem 
to place absolute confidence in 
traffic lights and school stop signs 
when crossing streets. They look 
neither to the right nor the left. 
Unfortunately, that white traffic 
lane offers no resistance or barri- 
cade against the lawless car 
which doesn’t stop. ;

—Child Behavior 
The 15-Year-Old Slump 


By Frances L. Ilg and Louise Bates Ames 
Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development, 


IFTEEN is frequently a try- 

ing age for boys and girls— 

and for everyone around them. 

“Now that Jim’s 15,” his mother 
told us, “he just doesn’t care 
about anything. Won’t open a 
book at school or at home. Says 
‘Why bother to study? What’s the 
use?’ Doesn’t seem to like any- 
body — his father or me, his 
teachers, his friends: The bottom 
seems to have fallen out of 
everything for him and he just 
doesn’t care.” 

The mother of a 15-year-old 
girl sighed in exasperation, “She 
clumps around so, looks as if she 
weighed a ton. And she’s so mo- 
rose. Says the boys don’t like 
her. Even the girls don’t like 
her, she says. And she isn’t in- 
terested in anything. Just plods 
aiong through her daily routines 
without a spark of her old en- 
thusiasm.” 

Many parents whose children 
have reached this age will wearily 
echo these plaints. 

This 15-year-old slump is a 
fairly common phenomengn. It 
must be hard for the child to 
experience—it is certainly wear- 
ing for the parent to observe.

BUT AS IN many other com- 
mon growth stages, its effects can 
be much less painful for child 
and parent alike if both realize 
this temporary slump and loss of 
interest in life is something that 
many other children experience 
at this age, and also that it is 
likely to be brief in duration. 

We know of one 15-year-old 
girl who seemed so extremely de- 
pressed and who looked on every- 
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thing in her surroundings (human 
and otherwise) with such a jaded 
eye, that her parents felt the 
only solution would be to have 
her psychoanalyzed. She hated 
school, she hated her family, she 
disliked her friends. 

Believing that this girl would, 
like so many others, of her own 
accord snap out of this 15-year 
slump, we recommended waiting 
for at least six months to see . 


what remedy time alone would 


bring. 

Sure enough! A few months’ 
time and this girl’s friends were 
calling her ‘Happy Harriet,’ she 
had been voted president of her 
class, boys no longer seemed so 
revolting to her—she even viewed 
her family with fondness and 
friendliness. 

No one can guarantee that all 
children will spruce up, find hap- 
piness, and take more interest in 
their lessons as soon as they turn 
16. Some children seem to have 
little motivation at any age. 

But if your son or daughter has 
been making a reasonably good 
adjustment to school, family and 
friends most of his life and then 
suddenly around 15 years of age 
takes a turn for the worse, the 
chances are that it is an age 
slump and will not last too long.
